WALTERS COMES 70 LIFE. 


There Is Streng Evidence That Me Died 
and Was Buried. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 5.—Prof. 
Girardus Hannibal Walters, who has re- 
turned to this city, claims to have been the 
first man to “see the resurrection morn.’’ 

Prof. Walters was an inventor of note, 
and it was one of his inventions, a compli- 


cated but practicable life-raft, which first 
brought him to this city, six years ago, 
with the end in view of having the governe 
ment officially indorse it. 

Walters’ plan came to naught, however, 
and repeated rebuffs and constant study 
in time weakened the Marylander’s bril- 
liant intellect. He became imbued with 
the idea that he was the King of the 
Beach. Soon after he left Atlantic City, 
and at Philadelphia boarded a train to 
which happened to be attached the private 
car in which President Cleveland was re- 
a aay to the National Capital. The Pm- 
fessor learned that the President was a fel- 
low passenger, and intent upon having his 
imaginary wrongs righted, sought to force 
an entrance into the presidential car and 
secure an audience with the Chief Execu- 
tive. Fearing that he was a violent crank, 
the crew held him a prisoner until Wash- 
ington was reached, when he was given 
into the custody of a Government hospital 
for the insane. 

After remaining there some four months 
he died. John Clements, a board-walk 
merchant who had taken an interest in 
the demented man during the latter's life 
time, visited the National Capital to take 
charge of the remains, and swears that 
he saw the professor’s body lowered into 
the grave, and took charge of his simple 
| effects after the funeral rites were over. 

In spite of this avowal, the Professor 
is here to-day as large and natural as life. 
He bears out Clements’ assertion that ‘he 
died and was buried, and further claims that

Electrical Werkers Helping the Mil- 
waukee Street Car Men. 


| ‘MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 6.— The Feder- 


a sympathetic strike. Resolutions indors- 
ing the cause of the strikers and promising 
moral and financial support were adopted. 


A committee was appointed to go to the 
Council meeting to-morrow and complain 
of the officiousness of the police in help- 
ing to run cars, and in some instances 
co lecting fares. 

At 8 o'clock this morning the street car 

lines were tied much more closely than at 
the same hour yesterday. Only three cars 
had been run all morning, while yesterday 
twelve or fifteen were in operation before 
9 o'clock, 
All the electrical workers in the employ 
of the street railway company went on 
a sympathetic strike this morning. Com- 
pany~-officials have managed to keep the 
plant in operation. Police are guarding 
the River Street Power-house, the principal 
source of the company’s power supply. 

In all about 275 electricians are on the 
street to-day as a result of the walk-out at 
the power-houses and the sympathetic 
strike at private establishments. The 
railway has enough men left however, to 
supply the motive power, and unless more 
men strike, there will be no lack of power. 
Stragglin cars were moving on all lines 
at ll o'clock, but, as a rule, people are not 
3 them and busses are well patron- 


Not a man returned to work at noon to- 
Gay, the hour fixed by the street car com- 
pany when all employes were to report for 
duty or be discharged. Women were pres- 
ent at all headquarters, some with children 
in their arms. hey were even more demon- 
strative than the men and jeered the men 
who were running the cars. 

At noon forty cars were in service, just 
twice the number running yesterday. 
There is no sign of weakness on either 
side. The street car people are receiving 
recruits from outside cities on every train.

Alliance Between the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State. 


CONFIRMED BY KRUEGER. 


The President Makes a Speech at the 
Openizg of the Republic's 
Parliament. 


PRETORIA, South African Republic, 
May 5.—The Volksraadt (Parliament of the 
Transvaal) was opened to-day by President 
Krueger. Unusual interest was taken in 
the proceedings in view of the recent dis- 
closures made by the publication of the 
cipher telegrams exchanged between Cecil 
| Rhodes, then Premier of Cape Colony. and 


parts in the Jameson raid in the territory 
of the Boer Republic. 

The town was crowded with Boers, many 
of whom had ridden hundreds of miles in 
order to be present here when the Volks- 


raadt reassembled, as its present session is 
looked upon as being one of the most im- 

ortant in the history of the little republic. 

umbers of these sturdy, fighting farmers 
came here days ago in order to bring their 
influence to bear upon membera of the 
Executive Council in the hope of bringing 
about the mitigation, if not the entire com- 
mutation, of the sentences of the convicted 
leaders of the Johannesburg Reform Com- 
mittee. 

But it is useless to deny that the publi- 
cation of the series of incriminating tele- 
grams has put a decided damper upon the 
efforts of the Boers to lessen the punish- 
ment of the prisoners. Much may depend 
upon the action of the British Government 
towards Cecil Rhodes, Alfred Beit, the 
director of the British South African Co., 
who took such an important part in or- 
ganizing the raid, and toward the company 
itself, to say nothing of the punishment 
which may be meted out to Dr. Jameson 
and his immediate associates. 

John Hays Hammond, the convicted 
American engineer, will, however, be more 
leniently dealt with than his fellow pris- 
oners, in view of the fact that he was op- 

osed to actual rebellion against the 

ansvaal authorities.

“In spite of past troubles, the republic 
continues to maintain friendly relations 
with foreign powers.“ 

The subject was here significantly dropped 
and the President turned to the relations 
between the South African Republic and its 
sister republic, the Orange Free State, re- 
marking: 1 hope that a meeting between 
representatives of the Orange Free State 
and representatives of the South African 
Republic will shortly be held and plans for a 
closer union between the two countries will 
be discussed.“ (Applause.)_. 
This utterance of President Krueger was 
looked upon as confirming the report that 
negotiations have for some time past been 
on foot for an alliance, offensive and de- 
fensive, between the South African Re- 
püblle and the Orange Free State, looking 
to resisting any attempt upon the part of 
Great Britain to interfere with the internal 
affairs of either country. 


Dispatches from Buluwayo say that Earl 
Grey, the newly arrived co-administrator 
with Cecil Rhodes of the territory of the 
British South Africa Co., who is now in 
charge there, has officially expressed the 
opinion that the back of the Matabele re- 
bellion is broken.“ 

“Ruluwayo,” he asserts, “although at one 
time in the greatest of peril, is now, thanks 
to the perfected defense and to the lessons 
taught the natives by the repeated sorties, 
as safe as London or Paris.“ 


Sir Hercules Defends Himself. 
LONDON, May 5.—In the House of Com- 


the Governor of Cape Colony, Sir Hercules 
Robinson, with reference to the crypto- 
grams which have been construed as im- 
plying that Sir Hercules had knowledge 
of the plan to invade the Transvaal. The 
telegram from Sir Hercules is as follows: 
“T can. not state too explicitly that I 
never received from any one the slightest 
hint of what was about to occur, and the 
news of the invasion of Dr. Jameson came 
like a bolt out of.the blue sky. If there 
should be any insinuation to the contrary, I 
rely upon you to protect my character in 
mv absence.”’

Dozens Were Buried Under the Ruins, 
and Rescuers Have Been at 


Work Ever Bince. 


CINCINNATI, O., May 6.—The explosion 
of a large tank of gasoline last night about 
8 o'clock completely demolished the five- 
story building at 430 and 432 Walnut street, 
killing and injuring many persons. 

So far as known the killed are: R. A. 
Fricke of Norwood, Joseph Worthner, bar- 
tender; Louis Fey; wife of Louis Fey; babe 
of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Fey; servant girl in 


the employ of the Fe 114 servant girl 
in the employ of the Drach family; Adolph 
Drach, 48 years old, saloon proprietor; R. A. 
Davis, 30 years old, manager of the Colum- 
bia Carriage Co., Hamilton O., killed on 
pavement as he was ssing; Mamie Ken- 
nedy, nursegirl in the Drach family; Noland 
Davit, a traveling man; Adolph Drach's 5 
year-old daughter.

The saloons in the building had pu: in 
their own electric plants for incandescent 
lights and had just secured a gasoline en- 
gine with which to run the dynamo. The 
plant got out of fix and there was a flash, 
which communicated to the gasoline and 
caused the explosion. The sudden collapse 
of the large building smothered everytaing 
in the cellar, so that there was no fire. 

The explosion didi not carry the debris 
any distance from the building. The build- 
yal seemed to collapse, so that the pfle of 
‘debris was covered by the tin roof, and 
after working several hours it was found 
that the only way to rescue the victims 
was to remove the immense mass of bricks 
and timber. 

While this work was going on, holes were 
cut through the foundations of adjacent 
buildings and several lives were saved by 
persons being rescued in that manner, 


The family of —— — Drach suffered se- 
verely. Drach is numbered among the dead, 
his 5-year-old daughter is dead and his 3- 
ear-old boy is seriously injured. Noland

Herman Nolte, Jr., was standing by a 
barber shop pole in an adjoining building 
when struck by some debris, and suffered a 
broken leg and other injuries. 

Many who suffered slight injuries were 
taken to their homes and their names can- 
not be learned. Some of these, who were 
in the saloons, were thrown out on the side- 
walks and suffered slight injuries. Among 
them was Mr. Healy of the Alms Hotel. He 
was in Fey’s place, and reports that about 
fifteen or twenty were in that resort when 
the building went down. 

As Mrs. Drach was known to be in her flat 
at the time of the explosion she was counted 
among the dead, but she was reached short- 
ly before midnight and was found to be still 
alive. She was suffering intense pain, and 
all of the efforts of the workmen failed to 
rescue her. The workers were enabled to 
talk to her while she remained pinioned 
under a heavy beam. They liberated her 
and her little child about 1 o’clock and took 
them to the hospital. Her feet are badly 

shed, but she and her child will recover.

two children were so badly burned that they 
died soon afterward. Two other children 
were seriously burned. 

The dead: Mre. Rebecca Cohen, 284 Jobhn- 
son street; Carl Cohen, aged 2 years; Solo- 
mon Cohen, aged 3 years; Mrs. Pastern, 234 
Johnson street. 

Isaac Kusham, who was passing the 
house at the time the fire broke out, ran 
upstairs and attempted to put out the 
flames, when a second explosion occurred 
and he was struck on the head by some 
substance which cut his scalp open.

“Phe conditions in Chihuahua are truer of 
the more advanced portions of Mexico and 
the development is steady and remarkable 
throughodt. In the northwest of Mexico 
a railroad will be built within the next year, 
running from El Paso to a point south of 
Corralititas, a distance of 250 miles, opening 
up a country rich in mines and agricultural 
resources. The $5,000,000 capital for the un- 
dertaking has been furnished by New York 
parties. 

The conditions of the people have im- 
proved aer with the development of 
the country. The district of El Fuerte, 
which furnishes thé part of the mountains 
in which our mines are located, has doubled 
in population in the last fifteen years, and 
its productive capacity correspondingly in-. 
creased. Formerly the Peon system of la- 
bor, which pervaded all Mexico, was the 
rule in El Fuerte. Now the scarcity of 
workmen is so great that almost évery- 
thing is produced on shares, and it ie almost 
impossible to raise a crop unless the work 
men are Interested in it. 

Another instance may de recited showing 
the wonderful progress of Northwest Mex- 
ico. When the Mexican Central Railroad 
was first opened it was thought that the 
northern part of # would be unremunerativée 
The opening of mines and development of 
agriculture along this portion, however, has 
made it one of the most profitable sections 
of the road. 

Shortly before my departure I was con- 
vefsing with a very intelligent Mexican 
banker. He declared that he wanted the 
difference between silver and gold to be 
maintained, as it enabled the Mexicans to 
keep their money in their own country. 
Other Mexican financiers with whom I have 
talked hold the same views. 

There have been but two or three bank 
failures since I have resided there. The 
Mexican banks are required to keep one- 
third of their circulation in silver dollars in 
their vaults. 

The system in Mexico allows the miner to 
send his silver to the government deposito- 
ries and receive silver dollars in return for it 
in any part of the country where there is 
an assay Office, the government tax and cost 
being about 4% per cent. 

Perhaps the best sign of the stability of 
Mexico under a silver policy may be found 
in the fact that Mexican 5 per cent. bonds 
stand at 93 in London.

DRCAY OF THE BRIGAND, 


A Held-Up Near Rome That the West 
Gan Out-De Any Day. 


ROME, May 6,—This city has been treated 
to a genuine old-time brigand episode and 
the sufferers were the Duke ani Duchess 
of Saxe-Meiningen. 

The Duke and Duchess, it appears, were 


traveling incognito in Italy, and were re- 
turning, with @ small suite, f:om paying 
a visit to the poet Woss, Near Fracati, 
about twelve miles from this city, their 
carriage was stopped in true brigand atyle 
by two masked men, who leveled guns at 
the ducal party and demanded money or 
their lives. The Duke threw them his 
urse, which contained only 55 lire (about 
11), and the carriage was allowed to pro- 


ceed. 

The 1 was much upset by this 
strange experience and, upon arrival here, 
the Duke notified the police authorities. A 
detachment of gendarmes was promptly 
sent to the point of attack with orders to 
return with the freebooters dead or alive. 
They returned with the two bricands, who 
were badly scared and clearly showed 
themselves to be amateurs of the faintest 
dye. They were found swallowing the 
proceeds of their hold-up in a tavern con- 
venient to the scene of their crime and 
were hustled off to the prison amid much 
clatter of arms and accoutrements. 

The Under Secretary of State for the In- 
terior has called upon the Duke and 
Duchess-and has humbly expressed to them 
the sincere regret of the authorities that 
they have been subjected to guch an out- 
rage almost within sight of Rome. The 
Duke expressed himself as being satisfied 
with the prompt and successful measure 
taken for the arrest of the brigands, an 
his satisfaction that the bold marauders 
had not had time to expend ny great 
portion of the 6&3 lire which they captured 
at so much risk to themselves.

If the Supreme Court sustains this view, 
and Schmidt's case will the first to come 
before it under the new law, Schmidt will 
have to be committed to the Reform School 
until he is 21 years old.

HOME FACTORIES 5 RED. 
The 05 ter Oenvention Hall Chairs 
Given to 4 Jobber Who Handles 
Convict-Made Geods. 


Unless the local manufacturers are in 
error the delegates to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention in St. Louis will sit on 
prison-made chairs. 

The contract for 14,000 wood-bottom chairs 
for use in the Convention Hall was let to 
the M. Heller.Chair Co. 

This company does not manufacture chairs 
and has no plant of any kind except an 


office and ware-house at 109 South Second 
Michael Heller, formerly 
Hoffman Manufacturing 
Co., is the only member of the firm. 
It is stated by local manufacturers that 
Mr. Heller purchases all of his chairs from 
three sources. 


One of these is the State Penitentiary at 
Joliet, Ill. Another is the House of Cor- 
rection at Milwaukee, Wis. The others 
come from Fort Smith, Ark. 

The local manufacturers are not sure 
whether the last-named factory furnishes 
chairs made by cheap negro labor or by 
convicts. 

Wherever the chairs come from, they are 
not made in St. Louis, the largest chair 
producing center in this country. 

Three factories—the J. H. Conrades Chair 
Co,, the F. H. * Chair Manufactur- 
ing Co. and the Heller & Hoffman Chair 
Co.—devote theirsexclusive attention to the 
manufacture of chairs. Their annual out- 
1 will reach in money value $1,500,000 per 

hum. They employ nearly 600 St. Louis 
workmen in their factories. 

The chair manufactories of the city, as 
well as the entire furniture manufacturing 
interests of the city, subscribed liberally to 
the convention fund. Yet the contract for 
14,000 chairs, or about 1,150 dozen, worth pos- 
sibly $3.50 per dozen, has been let to a firm 
Which handles ecods made out of Bt. Louis 
and possibly by convicts. 

The local factories are, they say, amply 
able to handle an order of four times 14,000 
chairs on short notice and owing to their 
great facilities at probably closer or as 
close prices as any in the country.

BICYCLE LICENSE BILL, 


A Revenue Measure That Will Be Fair 
to Wheelmen. 


After its next reading in the House of 
Delegates the ‘bicycle license bill will be 
referred to a committee for report and a 
day will probably be set upon which a 


hearing may be had of both sides of the 
case. The disposition of the city officials 
and the Assembly seems to be to do the 
fair thing to all parties concerned. . 

n speaking of the $2 rate provided fo? in 
the original bill Comptroller Sturgeon said, 
“The bicyclists must remember one thing 
and that is that the vehicle pays an- 
other tax in addition to the license. The 
tax rate is on every $100 valuation 
of personal property entered upon the tax 


‘return, so that besides the vehicle license 


there is a tax from $4 to $6 on every one- 
horse vehicle, horse and harness; whereas 
a bicycle, if entered on the tax list, would 
be valued at about $50 and only pay $1.05. 

“The money received from the bicycle U- 
cense would be used practically upon 
streets designated by the bicycle riders, 
which streets are not really ‘demanded by 
the persons who drive.“ 

On the subject of vehicle licenses, Daniel 
Donovan, traffic manager of the Vehicle 
Owners’ Association, has a good deal to 
say of an interesting nature. 

The Collector is not getting one-half the 

money that he should from vehicle license. 
He makes a return of $38,000, which is not 
enough. 
“T had a talk with the Mayor on the sub- 
ject and told him that I stood ready to 
guarantee to collect $75,000 a year and then 
make a good profit for myself out of what 
was over after paying all the expenses of 
collection. 

“IT am familiar with the whole subject 
and I know what I am talking about. Take 
the street car eompanies, for example; they 
don't pay one-third of what they ought to, 
and the other matters are neglected in the 
very same manner. 

“The collections can be made and the 
city ought to have the money. As to the 
bicycle bill, I know but little about ; 
but I think they could stand a dollar a 
year for their . 

All the members of the House of Dele- 

tes who have been spoken to on the 
subject seem to consider a dollar about a 
fair price to charge the cyclists.

PRESERVE MAKERS. 


Sharp Advance in Glass Jars Will Cur- 
tail Their Output. 


The thrifty housewife who has laid her 
plans for préserves in abundance this year 
will find that they have gang aglee.“ She 


will be unable to pay the exorbitant prices 
for glass fruit jars that the dealers will 
charge. 
The indications thus far in the surround- 
ing country are that there will be a fruit 
crop such ag has never before been seen. 
All nature is smiling and with no further 
probability for frosts fruit growers believe 
that their trees and plants will show a 
yield far ahead of 1895, one of the best years 
in a long time. 

Under similar circumstances grocers and 
dealers in glassware always make prepara- 
tions for the sale of large quantities of 
glass fruit jars as well as of sugar, spices, 


etc. 

Their intentions in that direction have 
been somewhat forestalled, as the glass jar 
manufacturers in Indiana have made sev- 
eral startling advances in the price of their 
wares. 

Prices opened in the early spring on a 
retaii basis at $4.2 per gross for quart 
ars in Indiana, or $5.10 dellvered in St. 
outs Half — were $6.25 in Indiana 
or $7.5 in St. uls. 

A number of advances of an important 
character have since been made and quarts 
that were worth $5.10 are to-day quoted at 
$7.85 per gross, and half gallons two months 
ago quoted at $7.% per gross cannot be 
bought. under $11 by the retailers. 

The general impression in jobbing circles 
is that the advance has not yet ended. 

An illustration of the situation is the case 
of a big jobbing glass house which Sold an- 
other bing house a car of half-gallon 

rs at $8 per gross one day last week and 

ught it back the following day at an ad- 
vance of 75 cents per gross. 

Among wholesale grocers, with whom 
fruit jars are an important feature, the 
action of the glass men in making the 
heavy advances on fruit jars is much re- 

ted. It means that much less sugar 
than usual will be sold during the preserving 
season and other lines incident to presery- 
ing will also be greatly lessened in volume 
of sale.

Wherever the chairs come from, they are 
mot made in St. Louis, the largest chair 
producing center in this country. 

Three factories—the J. H. Conrades Chair 
Oo., the F. H. Lo an Chair Manufactur- 
ing Co. and the Heller & Hoffman Chair 
Co.—devote theirsexclusive attention to the 
manufacture of chairs. Their annual out- 
put will reach in money value $1,500,000 per 

hum. They employ nearly 600 St. Louis 
workmen in their factories. 
ec manufactories of the city, as 
well as the entire furniture manufacturing 
interests of the city, subscribed liberally to 
the convention fund. Yet the contract for 
14,000 chairs, or about 1,150 dozen, worth pos- 
sibly $3.50 per Conte, has been let to a firm 
which han goods made out of Bt. 
and possibly by convicts. 

The local factories are, they say, amply 
able to handle an order of four times 14,000 
chairs on sho 


contract. 

The wonder of some of the heads of the 
local factories is that the Convention Com- 
mittee did not “borrow” or rent the chairs 
for the convention. This would have been 
an easy matter and much less expensive. 

To buy the chairs outright means on out- 
lay of close to $4,000.

BICYCLE LICENSE BILL. 


A Revenue Measure That Will Be Fair 
to Wheselmen. 


After its next reading in the House of 
Delegates the ‘bicycle license bill will be 
referred to a committee for report and a 
day will probably be set upon which a 


hearing may be had of both sides of the 
case. The disposition of the city officials 
and the Assembly seems to be to do the 
fair thing to all parties concerned. 

n speaking of the $2 rate provided fo? in 
the original bill Comptroller Sturgeon said, 
“The bicyclists must remember one thing 
and that is that the vehicle pays an- 
other tax in addition to the license. The 
tax rate is on every $100 valuation 
of personal property entered upon the tax 
return, so that besides the vehicle license 
there is a tax from $4 to $6 on every one- 
horse vehicle, horse and harness; whereas 
a bicycle, if entered on the tax list, would 
be valued at about $50 and only pay $1.05. 

“The money received from the bicycle li- 
dense would be used practically upon 
streets designated by the bicycle riders, 
which streets are not really ‘demanded by 
the persons who drive.“ 

On the subject of vehicle licenses, Daniel 
Donovan, traffic manager of the Vehicle 
Owners’ Association, has a good deal to 
say of an interesting nature. 

The Collector is not getting one-half the 
money that he should from vehicle license. 
He makes a return of $38,000, which is not 
enough. 

“T had a talk with the Mayor on the sub- 
ject and told him that I stood ready to 
guarantee to collect $75,000 a year and then 
make a good profit for myself out of what 
was over after paying all the expenses of 
collection. 

“IT am familiar with the whole subject 
and I know what I am talking about. Take 
the street car ¢ompanies, for example; they 
don't pay one-third of what they ought to, 
and the other matters are neglected in the 
very same manner. 

“The collections can be made and the 
city ought to have the money. As to the 
bicycle bill, I know but little about it, 
but I think they could stand a dollar a 
year for their privilege.”’ 

All the members of the House of Dele- 
gates who have been spoken to on the 
subject seem to consider a dollar about a 
fair price to charge the cyclists.

PRESERVE MAKERS. 


Sharp Advance in Glass Jars Will Cur- 
tail Their Output. 


The thrifty housewife who has laid her 
plans for preserves in abundance this year 
will find that they have gang aglee.” She 


will be unable to pay the exorbitant prices 
for glass fruit jars that the dealers will 
charge. 

The indications thus far in the surround- 
ing country are that there will be a fruit 
crop such as has never before been seen. 
All nature is smiling and with no further 
probability for frosts fruit growers believe 
that their trees and plants will show a 
yield far ahead of 1895, one of the best years 
in a long time. 

Under similar circumstances grocers and 
dealers in glassware always make prepafa- 
tions for the sale of large quantities of 
giass fruit jars as well as of sugar, spices, 
etc. 

Their intentions in that direction have 
been somewhat forestalled, as the glass jar 
manufacturers in Indiana have made sev- 
eral startling advances in the price of their 
wares. 

Prices opened in the early spring on a 
retail basis at $4.2 per gross for quart 
ars in Indiana, or $5.10 dellvered in St. 

ula Half lions were $6.25 in Indiana 
or $7.5 in St. uls. 

A number of advances of an important 
character have since been made and quarts 
that were worth $5.10 are to-day quoted at 
$7.85 per gross, and half gallons two months 
ago quoted at $7.% per gross cannot be 
bought. under $11 by the retailers. 

The general impression in jobbing circles 
is that the advance has not yet ended.

rs at $8 per gross one day last week and

It nm.eans that much less sugar 
than usual will be sold during the preserving 
season and other lines incident to preserv- 
ing will also be greatly lessened in volume 
af sale.

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WHERE CUBA WAS. 


Prospective Fate ef the Beautiful 
Island. 


FIRES RAGE EVERYWHERE. 


It Is Likely That the Cuban Breed 
ef Horses Will Be Practi- 
cally Exterminated. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—Special correspond- 
ence of the Herald from Havana, ufder date 
of April 30, says: 

“If Gen. Weyler succeeds in quelling the 
rebellion in the time he hag set—two years— 
and he has made very little headway up to 
date,“ said a sugar broker to me, “Cuba 
will be a mere cinder path between the 
Gulf of Mexico and the ocean. It will be 


laid waste, as no country ever was before.“ 
It has been said that the work of the 
torch must end somewhere, but the fires 
continue to crackle merrily all over the 
island.. An inevitable result of this form 
of campaign has been the levy of blackmail 
by minor chiefs. A wealthy man informed 
me yesterday that he had been notified by 
the insvrgent in charge of the district 
where his property is located that it would, 
be spared for the consideration of $6,000. As 
the buildings cost more than $260,000, the 
owner would gladly pay the $6,000 if he 
knew that he would receive protection. He 
fears, however, that if he pays the rebel 
officer will ‘be transferred to some other 
section of the island and his successor will 
immediately apply the torch. Something of 
that kind recentiy happened in Matanzas 
Province, where a building was burned and 
$500 had been paid to protect it. 
Another result of the war may be the 
practical extermination of the Cuban breed 
of horses that are not unlike Texas mus- 
tangs in appearance—small, wiry and very 
strong. Horses have always thrived here, 
and there was a.i enormous number of them 
on the island when the war began. Since 
then the slaughter has been enormous. 
Spaniards and insurgents alike kill all those 
found in the country that they cannot use 
themselves, to prevent them from falling 
into the hands of the enemy. Official re- 
ports, notoriously works of the imagina- 
tion, have described ever since the first day 
of the war innumerable skirmishes in which 
the Spanish were always victorious and the 
insurgents were driven away after hard 
fighting, usually with many dead and in- 
variably leaving horses, arms and ammuni- 
tion on the field. It is said in Havana in 
sarcasm that more rebels have been killed 
than ever took part in the uprising, and 
that a fair estimate of the number of horses 
captured from them would be four millions. 


WOODMAN OF ILLINOIS. 


His Resolution With Respect to Cuban 
Belligerency. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—Represen- 
tative Woodman of Illinois has introduced 
a resolution providing that the House of 
Representatives directly request the Presi- 
dent to make immediate proclamation that 


a condition of war in Cuba is to be recog- 
nized, and that it is the purpose of this Gov- 
ernment to preserve a position of neutrality, 
and that the United States will look with 
special disfavor on the continuance of any 
methods of warfare not recognized in the 
rules of war as practiced by the leading na-. 
tione of the civilized world. In the pre- 
amble it is recited that the executive de- 
partment of the Government has not seen 
fit to act on the almost universal recom- 
mendatton of the people as expressed by 
both branches of Congress and that the 
situation in that most unhappy island is be- 
coming a stench in the nostrils of christen- 
dom; the murders, the outrages, the bar- 
barities and horrors perpetrated by the 
Spanish in Cuba are so notorious that civil- 
igation itself stands appalled.”

TRUST FUNDS MISSING, 


A Manz Once Trusted by the Gev- 
ernment Gene Wrong. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The expert 
accountant appointed by Secretary Olney to 
make an investigation of the trust funds 
collected by the State Department has sub- 
mitted a report, which, it is understood, dis- 
closes a large deficiency. These funds ‘were 
in charge of Francis J, Kieckhoeffer before 


his dismissal as a result of an investigation 
of the ordinary expenditures of the depart- 
ment, whch showed a discrepancy of over 
$1,000. The investigation just completed has 
produced, it is said, even more sensational 
disclosures, It is d there is a greater de- 
ficiency than Mr. Kieckhoeffer’s bond, which 
is for ,000, will cover, and the bondsmen, 
moreover, cannot be held accountable for 
deficiencies in the trust funds. 

It is hinted that stern measures will be 
resorted to by the department unless the 
amount reported missing is gccounted for. 
The trust funds are the accumulations of 

ears and are the moneys turned in by 
oreign governments to liquidate claims of 
citizens of the United States. The depart- 
ment has been compelled to retain some of 
the moneys on account of failure to find the 
claimant or from other causes. Consequent- 
ly the fund is large. While the Govern- 
ment is morally responsible for the money 
it is not legally so, and the claimants will 
have to go to Congress for redress unless 
the missing sum is returned.
